Ns 9 Gentlemen and Citizens, heretofore Members of the Commons Houſe of Par- 

i A b- _ "lament, during the Reign of Kng CHARLES the Second, reſiding in 
pa & and about the City of London, and the Aldermen! and Members, of the 
Common-Council of the ſaid City, in their Afﬀemblics, in this extraordi- 

nary Conjundcure, have, by their reſpe&ive Applications, defired Us to take 

Ee Tv the Adminiſtration of publick Afﬀairs, both Civil and Military, and the 
Fifpoſal * the publick Revenue, tor the preſervation of the Peace, and for other the good ends 
| and purpoſes in their ſaid Applications mentioned, and to exerciſe the ſame till the meeting of 
the intended Convention on the Two and twentieth of Fanuary next : 

W E deſiring the happy State and Peace of this Kingdom! and” Nation, and: to prevent, by 
the care and circumſpe&ion of the Civil Magiſtrates, by their putting t the Laws of the Kingdom, 
according to their reſpeCive Offices and Places, in Execution, the inconveniences that otherwiſe 
may ariſe; do hereby Conſtirute, DireQ, and Appoint; That all and every perſon, (not being a 
Papiſt) hat ypon- ih Firſt Day of this: inſtant December was inthe Office of Sheriff, or Jultice 
of the Peace, or concerned inthe preſervation of the Peace! '6r had'or were concerned | in the 
Cuſtody of any Priſon or Gaol, or keeping of any Priſohet! "þe,-andis hereby Impowered, 
Authoriſed and Required to take upon him, and to Execute the ſaid Office and Place 
reſpeQively. And that the ſaid Sheriffs, Juſtices, and perſons in their reſpective Offices and 
Places, do take upon them the Execution of the Laws for ſuppreſſing all Riots, Routs and 
tumultuous Afemblies, and for keeping the Peace, relief of the Poor, and keeping the Gaols and 
Priſons, and perſons committed to their Cuſtody, and to do and execute all other matters to their 
reſpective C Offices and Places appertaining. And We do hereby likewiſe Impower, Authoriſe 
and Require: all and every perſon, (not being a Papiſt) that upon the ſaid Firſt Day of December 
laſt was in-any Office or Imployment, in Collecting, Receiving, Managing or Ordering of the 
publick Revenxe, in or within the Kingdom of England, Dominion ' of Wales, and Town of 
Berwick upon Tweed, to proceed and act in the Managing, Ordering, Collecting, Receiving 
and Payment of the fame, in .the ſame method, manner and form, as to their reſpective 
Offices and Imployments did or do appertain ; except always ſuch Offices or Places, where, 
fince our Arrival into this Kingdom, we have already, or {hall otherwiſe provide. The Powers 
and Authorities hereby given, to continue, remain, and be in Force and Virtue, till the meeting 


of the ſaid Convention, or other order to the contrary.
